It is a most welcome pleasure and privilege, patrons and friends of our Louisville Chapter, 
to tell you something through the medium of this Show Program about the status of the Louis- 
ville Chapter in the Society for the Preservation and Encouragement of Barber Shop Quartet 
Singing in America. It would also be in order I feel to tell you something about the many signi- 
ficant contributions made to the welfare of the City of Louisville and surrounding communities 
by the Louisville Chapter, its quartets and its chorus. Little time and effort is spent by 
SPEBSQSA Chaptei'S in self-praise or publicizing of their worthy works, and while the Louis- 
ville Chapter is among the foremost “community service” chapters in our Organization, it is at 
the same time one of our most modest groups. 

SPEBSQSA, which was founded April 11, 1938, has grown to more than 600 Chapters in 
the United States, Canada and our territorial possessions, with a total membership of approxi- 
mately 25,000 men. The Louisville Chapter was chartered August 1, 1945, being sponsored by 
our Evansville, Indiana Chapter. 

As our multi-lettered name implies, our organization was originally based on “fun” which 
is such an important part of the American way of life. Soon after the founding of SPEB- 
SQSA, it became apparent that an organization dedicated to preserve and encourage one of the 
three fox-ms of American folk singing native to America (Barbershop Quartet Singing, the 
Negro Spii-itual and the Cowboy Ballad) filled a very definite need on the American scene. 
Men evei-ywhere who thirsted for oportunities to enjoy the good fellowship and inner satisfac- 
tion which comes from being a part of a four part harmony chord, clamored for membership in 
this “unique organization”. 

As these men organized themselves into quartets, and choruses, they quickly discovered 
that singing for others, particularly those less fortunate than they, offered far greater rewards 
than the self-entertainment which they originally sought in becoming a part of organized 
barbershop quartet singing. Boosting the moi-ale of people in old folks homes and hospitals and 
lending comfort to them by financial and other means automatically became a primary function 
of the Louisville Chapter just as it did for other chapters in our Society. 

The local Barbershoppers helped to raise over $2,500.00 for the Kosair Crippled Children. 
Around $2,000.00 went to the underprivileged Childi-en. Through the SPEBSQSA Booth at 
the Blind Picnic, $400.00 was donated and $1,000.00 was made for the Orphans. The Chapter 
Chorus sang on various Telethons which were very successful in raising money for various 
worthy projects. 

In addition to spreading entertainment and good cheer in the Louisville Area, the Louis- 
ville Chapter Chorus has ti-aveled over much of our Indiana-Kentucky District appearing in 
singing competitions and on formal programs and its quartets have been invited to appear in 
leading cities in much of the Eastern half of the United States. The achievements of the 
Louisville Chapter have placed it in the very top ranks of our Organization. Official recogni- 
tion of the Louisville Chapter’s i*ecord of accomplishments has come to Louisville with the 
awarding of our 1955 International Mid-winter Convention to the City of Louisville. 

January 21, 22 and 23 of next year, the International Officers of SPEBSQSA will hold their 
business meetings in your city and they will be joined by quartets, choruses and members from 
all over the United States and Canada to sing together and to discuss ways and means of fur- 
thering our aim to “Keep America Singing”. 

We are proud of our Louisville Chapter and we are gi-ateful for the enthusiastic support 
you, the citizens of Louisville, have given to their musical and charitable endeavors. With 
evei-y confidence in their continuing to merit your greatest respect and co-operation, I highly 
commend to you, the members of our Louisville Chapter.

• Plaque award by Sertoma International for the 
Society's efforts to "Keep America Singing". 

® Certificate of Esteem by the U. S. Department of 
Defense "for patriotic service in providing en- 
tertainment to members of the Armed Forces in 
Europe, Alaska, Korea, and Japan ..." 

After the International Convention is over and 
good times and fellowship have ruled throughout, 
there is no doubt that every Barbershopper is home- 
ward bound with the admonition to Keep America 
Singing. The Louisville Chapter is proud to be a 
member Chapter of the S.P.E.B.S.Q.S.A. Inc., and has 
had representative quartets in the Contest with many 
of its members attending this gala event year after 
year.

9. We shall refrain from foisting our songs upon 
unsympathetic ears and shall always bo guided 
by a rational spirit of good fellowship. 

10. We shall do everything In our power to "Har- 
monize America" by stimulating, through the 
medium of good singing, a proper spirit and 
morale among the men in the armed forces arid 
the people of our great Nation. 

11. Wo shall use our gift of barber-shop harmony 
as a means of rendering altruistic service In 
and to our communities. 

12. We shall help the Society to be worthy of praiso 
and praise it for all It is worth.
